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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/633,323 on 
July 29, 2005. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on July 29, 2005. These drawings are approved. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claim 39 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 42-43, 47, 58, 60-64, and 75, directed to 
the species of other species are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to 
this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic 
claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 39-78 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the multi-stage automatic transmission as claimed, and 
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particularly including said three planetary gear sets being aligned coaxially and immediately 
adjacent; wherein the third and fourth shifting element, seen spatially, are substantially axially 
aligned and placed radially above one another, and including the remaining structure of claim 39. 
The present invention also particularly includes a fifth and second shifting element placed 
radially above one another; wherein a servo apparatus of the second element is supported on a 
hub of a housing wall which is attached to the housing, and including the remaining structure of 
claim 78.
